All public utilities were halted 
from noon to 7 o'clock and all res- 
fan rant s and stores .were closed 
Meetings of trade unions were held 
everywhere in the interest of neutral- 
ity and demands were made for the 
creation of a commission to control 
the transportation of troops:

frage amendment was completed today with favorable action by 
the Tennessee house. 


The vote in the house was 49 to 47. 
The senate ratified the amendment last Friday by a vote of 
o 4. 
Speaker Walker, in an attempt to have the action reconsid- 


ered, changed his vote to "aye" and moved that such action be 
taken.Walker's change of his vote gave ratification a majority of 
50 to 46. 


Mr. Walker is privileged to call up the resolution for recon- 


sideration at any time within the next two days. 


Adjournment was taken until 10 o'clock tomorrow and suf- 


fragists launched a big celebration. 


The change will become effective 


in time for the 
17.000,000 women 


voters of the country to vote in the 
presidential elections this fall, unless 
the lower house of the Tennessee as- 
sembly rescinds the action taken in 
passing the bill.

Most of It can be placed 
In the savings bank and begin to dtpvv 
Interest, "while the wajre* paid In (he 
cities shrink to something much le«s 
Impressive when all the bill* are paid 


In the right sort of farming com- 


munity and the right sort of farm- 
er's household the hired man Is re- 
ceived on his merits as a man.

JAPAN IN SIBERIA J 


However necessary it may be for Japan to find 


new territory for her excess population, there 
must be no expansion by the sword in the Far 
East. Japan'? Siberian ambitions come legiti- 
mately within the sphere of American interest. 
Any development that forcibly disturbs existing 
international boundaries across the Pacific may 
have serious consequences for the United States. 


Japan has not yet democratized her govern- 


ment. Japan i% still a military power. Her war 
and navy departments are not even under the ulti- 
mate authority of the prime minister. They are 
directed exclusively by the heads of the two de- 
partments. That is to say, by the militaristic 
elements in Japan's national life. 


The Japanese ambassador at Washington is 


controlled *y his foreign 
office. The foreign 


office in turn is controlled by the prime minister 
and his cabinet. But, the ministry cannot con- 
trol Japan's fighting machine. It is self-perpetu- 
ating and is not answerable to Parliament. 
For 


this reason the Japanese ambassador cannot 
speak authoritatively 
concerning the activities 


and ambitions of Japan's army and navy chiefs. 
Neither can the Japanese foreign office. 
Neither 


can the Japanese premier. 
They all know as 


much as the field marshals and admirals choose 
to tell, and no more. 


When so illogical a situation as this prevails, 


America must be on her guard. America must 
regard suspiciously Japan's land ambitions while 
they are directed by the militarists. 


USED TO IT. 


"The allied fleet is to blockade Russia!" 
That's the essence of the decision on "aiding 


Poland." That's the net result of the confer- 
ences, councils, conversations, ultimatums, notes, 


making a careful survey and study of the St. 
Lawrence seaway route. While to some this de- 
velopment seems against the future growth of 
New York City, many of the leading bankers and 
business men are in sympathy with it and will 
offer no opposition, realizing what it means to the 
Great Lakes states. "New York," said Mr. Dunn,

the only shipping port for our export trade it will, 
after further study and more light, assist the 
West in solving her transportation 
problem."

The Times, Sun, Globe, Tribune, Evening Post and 
Journal of Commerce. 


The fact is that New York would be benefited 


by the opening of the new route because it would 
relieve the railway and harbor congestion there 
and transportation could move without embargoes, 
the local demands could be served to greater ad- 
vantage and the harbor would not be clogged up 
with export shipments so that neither can be 
served. Touching upon this point at the Detroit 
congress, Charles K. Anderson, president of the 
American Wire Fabrics company, and vice 'presi- 
dent of the American Manufacturers' Export asso- 
ciation, said: 


"My study of this problem has shown me 


that by the diversion of export shipments 
from New York, the railroads will be able to 
function and thereby ship more goods and 
increase their incomes. At the same time, 
it will give the merchants of New York dis- 
trict a better chance to do business without 
interruption and interference. There has 
been no way in which they could figure their 
cost of doing business in the past year, and I 
am sure that a great deal of profiteering has 
resulted from the fact that merchants do not 
know in advance of selling their goods what 
expense they will be put to in order to get 
more merchandise 
into their place of 


business." 
Mr. Anderson said that the St. Lawrence route 


would still be necessary 
to the traffic of the 


country even if congress granted the $100,000,000 
requested for the renovation of New York harbor.

Th* Theory of Evolution. 


According to theories of evolution. 


If an animal eats nothing but grasa 
Its teeth will In time be modified !n 
shape so that they are efficient for 
nibbling, but they will probably not 
be much good for tearing flesh. In 
the same way, a bird that does cot 
use Its wings will In a few geologic 
aces lose all power of flight. But thl* 
principle holds good only so far. When 
an animal Jias become specialized and 
adapted to Ills environment as far as 
his structure will permit without en- 
daggering the balance necessary to 
existence, he usually stops changing 
and finally. It Is supposed, loses power 
of development. 


There Is a difference of opinion a* 


to whether man has reached the point 
where he Is best adapted to his sur- 
roundings, or whether he will continue 
to evolute. Mr. Gldley says that man'* 
present mechanical 
arrangement Is 


permanent. He refutes the suggestion 
that man's jawbone will shrink and 
his teeth drop out because he eat* 
tmrnr mrft food* *nd doe* not chew so 
vlgorou>>)y as his cuve man uncestor*. 
Uuu knows enough about chemistry 
to understand «hnt kind of foodt are 
UHCeHviiry to Injure health, and there 
Is UMle prospoct of his Jaw disap- 
pearing on a balanced ration.

Mr (Jldle.i regard* a* prntindlfss for 
while the imn< lei of the shorter dlirUs 
are not piirtkularly flexible In mod- 
ern shoes. >et we do u«e them In bal- 
ancing. 
Statues of the old (Jroek 


gods and uthl«te<! show that they 
poised themselves on the Inside of the 
foot, n method which gnve both the 
ejipeiirunc'e and feeling of lightness. 
Had the fireek Ideal persisted, the 
outer toes of man might by nd* be al- 
most atrophied, probably to the Itn- 
piYuc-inent of huniun pqstuiv.

ly does nature progress. For Instance, 
Jt fook tbe horse a few million venrs 
to grow boofsj which he needed for 
speed. As the horde was licit built for 
fighting, be fui'l to be always pol»e<l 
on the tips of, his four toed feel, reedy 
to escape When an armored dlnowaur 
or a megatherium came lumbering on 
him. If you go Into almost any big 
museum you can see tbe bones of the 
horse's foot at different stages of his 
development.

nuo. 
Those hoives 


were about the size of a'dog and bad 
four toot. Before that It Is believed 
that there must have been SveT Three 
million years later there were only 
three, and the middle digit bad by 
that time become large and resembled 
a hoof, while the bone* of the toes 
on each side had shortened until tUey 
did not reach the ground.

we should not today be much farther 
advanced than the animal* we night 
have emulated.

Pithecanthropus, as the scientists call- 
ed the antique Javaneoe, was a fully 
developed man. though with rather 
ape-like features.
